1 . COCOM CHAIRMAN ALBERTO INDELICATO (ITALIAN 
DIPLOMAT LOANED TO COCOM) CALLED ON USDEL MARCH 2 TO 
DISCUSS "UNIQUE ASPECTS" OF REFCASE. HE INDICATED THAT 
HE WAS QUITE SURPRISED BY US SUBMISSION OF A REQUEST 
WHICH "DEVIATED SO SUBSTANTIALLY” FROM NORMAL COCOM 
CASES. HE WAS TROUBLED, HE SAID, BY (1) APPARENT INTEN 
TION OF US TO ASK COMMITTEE TO GRANT EXCEPTION REQUEST 
FOR MACHINE WHICH WOULD BE USED BY SOVIET AIRCRAFT IN 
DUSTRY (WHICH, HE STATED, WAS CLEARLY A STRATEGIC END 
USE); (B) BY NAKED STATEMENT THAT SIMILIAR EQUIPMENT 
WAS AVAILABLE FROM OTHER COCOM SOURCES; AND (C) BY AR- 
GUMENT IN PARA 2 REFDOC THAT EXPORT OF THIS EQUIPMENT 
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WOULD "VIOLATE AP-3" (WITH REGARD TO THIS LATTER POINT 
USDEL CLARIFIED THAT LAST SENTENCE IN PARAGRAPH TWO 
SHOULD BE UNDERSTOOD AS STATING THAT IT WOULD BE A VIO- 
LATION OF AP-3 TO EXPORT SUCH EQUIPMENT "WITHOUT COCOM 
APPROVAL". 

2. INDELICATO STATED THAT HE KNEW OF NO PRECEDENT FOR A 
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REQUEST BEING JUSTIFIED ONLY ON BASIS THAT SHIPMENT OF 
SUCH EQUIPMENT MIGHT BE TAKING PLACE FROM SOME OTHER CO- 
COM MEMBER WITHOUT COMMITTEE REVIEW. HE NOTED THAT 
NONE OF THE GENERAL PRINCIPLES (RELEVANT FACTORS) STATED 
IN THE EXCEPTION REQUEST PROCEDURES, UPON WHICH EXCEP- 
TIONS TO THE EMBARGO CAN BE GRANTED, SEEMS TO APPLY TO 
THIS CASE. HE WAS PARTICULARLY SURPRISED AT THE 
CITED US JUSTIFICATION, GIVEN THE IMPORTANCE THE USDEL 
APPARENTLY ATTACHED AT THE COCOM CRITERIA DISCUSSIONS 
TO LIMITING THE RELEVANT FACTORS UPON WHICH EXCEPTIONS 
ARE BASED TO THOSE PREVIIUSLY AGREED. 

3. CHAIRMAN INFORMED USDEL THAT HE INTENDED TO DRAW 
THE COMMITTEE'S ATTENTION TO THESE "UNIQUE FEATURES" 

AT COCOM MEETING MARCH 7 AND TO INVITE THE MEMBER DELE- 
GATIOHS TO CONSULT WITH THEIR AUTHORITIES AND BE PRE- 
PARED TO DISCUSS THE "POLICY AND PROCEDURAL QUESTIONS" 

OF THE CASE AT THE COCOM MEETING MARCH 14. HE THOUGHT 
THIS WOULD BE HELPFUL TO US GIVEN FACT THAT THERE WOULD 
BE COCOM MEETINGS MARCH 28 AND APRIL 5 DUE TO EAS- 
TER RECESS. 

4. USDEL RESPONDED BY EXPLAINING US MOTIVATION FOR 
SUBMITTING REQUEST IN TERMS OF DOMESTIC SITUATION AS 
WELL AS NECESSITY TO PROVIDE EQUITY TO US APPLICANT. 

USDEL STRESSED LONG RECOGNIZED NECESSITY OF INSURING 
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EQUAL APPLICATION OF COCOM RESTRICTIONS AND REFERRED 
CHAIRMAN TO STATEMENT MADE IN PARA 3 REFCASE THAT US 
WOULD SUSPEND CASE IF INFORMATION REGARDING AVAILABIL- 
ITY FROM ANOTHER COCOM SOURCE PROVED TO BE ERRONEOUS. 
USDEL ALSO TOLD CHAIRMAN THAT US WOULD WITHDRAW CASE IF 
OTHER COCOM SOURCE (-WHEN USDEL WAS ASKED BY CHAIRMAN 
WHICH MEMBER WAS COCOM SOURCE HE RESPONDED FRANCE-) 
WOULD SUBMIT EXCEPTION REQUEST FOR ITS EQUIPMENT. 

5. USDEL ALSO INFORMED CHAIRMAN THAT US WOULD ONLY 
WELCOME CHAIRMAN'S INITIATIVE ON THIS CASE AT COCOM 
MEETING MARCH 7 IF IT WERE PHRASED IN MANNER CONDUCIVE 
TO GETTING A THOUROUGH AIRING OF THE TECHNICAL AND 
INTERPRETATIONAL QUESTIONS RELATING TO BOTH THE US 
AND FRENCH EXPORTS, AS WELL AS THE "POLICY 

AND PROCEDURAL ASPECTS" CITED BY THE CHAIRMAN. USDEL 
STATED THAT HE THOUGHT IT WOULD BE HELPFUL IF CHAIRMAN 
INVITED OTHER DELS TO FOCUS ON IMPORTANCE OF EQUAL 
APPLICATION OF EMBARGO RESTRICTIONS WHEN CONSIDERING
